Les  Brown  and  his  band  of  Renown  will  play  for  the  1953 
Junior  Prom. 

Students  who  attend  the  1953  Junior  Prom  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University  will  realize  a long  th6ught-of  desire  when  they 
will  dance  to  the  music  of  Les  Brown  and  his  band.  The  announce- 
ment was  made  today  by  the  Junior  Prom  committee. 

Les  Brown,  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  dance  bands  in  the 
the  country  has  signed  to  play  for  the  two-night  Prom  on  the  Y 
campus  on  March  13  and  14  and 
will  fly  to  Provo  with  his  orches- 
tra and  special  entertainers  for 
the  biggest  event  on  the  BYU 
social  calendar. 

This  year  marks  the  first  time 
in  many  years,  if  ever,  a ‘big- 
name’  band  has  been  slated  to  ap- 
pear on  the  campus  for  a prom, 
traditionally  the  highlight  of  the 
varied  and  outstanding  list  of 
social  events  at  the  Y.  With  the 
addition  of  Mr.  Brown’s  group  to 
the  already  long  list  of  specials 
for  the  Prom,  this  year’s  affair 
promises  to  be  one  of  the  biggest 
and  finest  events  in  the  state  and 
the  intermountain  region.

“Trade,  not  aid,  is  the  wise  policy,”  said  Winston  Churchill  as 
he  arrived  to  visit  with  General  Eisenhower  shortly  before  the 
inauguration. 

Many  Americans  probably  do  not  know  that  Mr.  Churchill  had 
any  other  thought  in  mind,  when  he  visited  the  president-elect  of  the 
U.S.,  than  to  wangle  a few  more  billion  in  foreign  aid.  They  assumed 
he  came  with  his  hand  out. 

This  is  a natural  thought.  After  all  the  U.S.  has  sent  billions 
to  Europe,  first  under  the  Marshall  plan,  and  now  under  the  Mutual 
Security  Administration;  Which  leads  to  the  questions:  why  have 
our  alhes  needed  so  much  foreign  aid?  Why  are  the  western  nations 
having  continual  economic  troubles? 

This  is  one  answer.  Uncle  Sam  is  at  .heart  an  isolationist.  It  may 
seem  strange  to  label  our  government,  which  has  sent  its  soldiers 
across  the  seas,  entered  into  the  internal  affairs  of  practically  every 
country  in  the  western  world,  and  engaged  in  international  politics 
with  that  scare  word  isolationist;  so  an  explanation  is  in  order. 

The  United  States  is  practicing  economic  isolation.  With  high 
tariff  barriers,  the  U.S.  keeps  foreign-made  merchandise  out  of 
American  markets,  and  the  result  is  a perpetual  dollar  shortage 
m the  rest  of  the  world. 

tto  °ther  nations  must  buY  from  us,  they  have  to  pay  in 

U.S.  dollars— pounds,  francs,  or  pesos  won’t  do.  The  only  way  other 
countries  can  get  dollars  is  either  by  trade  with  the  U.S  or  with 
some  other  country  that  has  dollars. 

Eleven  other  countries  have  a dollar  shortage  too,  iso  the  U.S. 
is  the  only  place  left  to  get  dollars,  and  they  can’t  sell  to  us  because 
° iOUr  bigh  tariffs.  The  remedy?  Up  to  now  Congress  has  voted 
billions  in  foreign  aid  to  give  other  countries  enough  dollars  to  buy 
rom  the  U.S.,  but  that  is  becoming  increasingly  unpopular,  for 
several  reasons,  even  though  foreign  aid  is,  actually,  nothing  but  a 
subsidy  of  American  industry. 

The  absurdity  of  foreign  aid,  as  anything  other  than  an  emer- 
gency, should  cause  more  groans  than  it  does.  An  example:  Britain 
has  a five  billion  dollar  shortage.  Thei^e  are  two  ways  to  solve  the 
difficulty.  One  is  to  tax  five  billion  from  the  American  people  (or 
maybe  put  another  five  billion  in  red  on  the  national  debt)  and  give 
the  five  billion  to  Britain.  The  other  way  is  to  allow  Britain  to  sell 
five  billion  dollars  worth  of  their  products  on  the  U.S.  market.  The 
question  becames:  What  would  you  rather  have,  a five  billion  tax 
bill  or  an  English-made  car,  blanket,  chinaware.  . . ? 

Yes,  trade,  not  aid,  is  the  wise  policy.

Chuck  Woodworth  goes  after  his  eighth  straight  professional 
win  when  he  fights  tomorrow  night  in  the  Provo  arena. 

The  popular  young  Brigham  Young  University  student  fights  in 
the  main  event  of  a six  bout  fight  card'.  His  opponent  was  named 
too  late  to  be  included  in  this 
edition  of  the  paper. 


Chuck  has  fought  all  of  his 
other  pro  fights  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
under  the  supervision  of  his  man- 
ager Johnny  (Hikiau)  Petersen,; 
and  promoter  Baron  Von  Stum- 
me.  Five  of  his  seven  bouts  have 
been  the  main  event  on  the  card. 
O.ne  other  bout  against  Ron  Whit- 
tle was  the  semi-windup  in  Rex 
Layne’s  last  fight.  Only  in  his 
first  fight  was  he  in  a prelimin- 
ary event. 

Several  highly  touted  Utah  and 
western  heavyweights  have  fallen 
victim  to  the  potent  punching  of 
the  20-year-old  sociology  major. 
In  almost  all  of  his  fights  Chuck 
has  been  considered  the  underdog, 
and  the  experts  have  said  that  he 
was  being  overmatched.  Chuck 


has  been  up  to  the  task  in  every 
case  however,  and  has  beaten  all 
of  his  opponents. 

* Four  of  his  victories  have  been 
on  decisions  and  the  other  three 
were  TKO’s. 

Chuck’s  decision  to  fight  profes- 
sionally came  after  he  saw  that 
it  seemed  to  be  the  only  way  to 
put  himself  through  college,  and 
help  his  mother  and  brothers  and 
sisters  in  Joplin,  Mo. 

Chuck  came  to  BYU  this  fall 
after  filling  a short  term  mission 
for  the  church  in  the  Central 
States  Mission,  and  hasn’t  for- 
gotten his  missionary  work  since 
he  returned.  Last  Friday  he  bap- 
tized his  manager  into  the 
church.

BYU  Now  Rated  16 
Of  Nation  Cagers 

Despite  decisive  wins  over  two 
week  end  opponents,  BYU  was 
dropped  to  sixteenth  spot  this 
week  in  the  United  Press  weekly 
hoop  ratings.  Last  week  the  Cou- 
gars were  rated  thirteenth  in  the 
nation. 

Seton  Hall  remains  in  first 
place,  followed  by  Indiana  and 
Washington. 

In  Skyline  ratings,  BYU 
climbed  to.  a first  place  tie  with 
Wyoming  by  week  end  wins  over 
Montana  and  Utah  State.  The 
Cougars  also  moved  into  first 
place  in  the  point  department 
with  a 70.6  average  for  eight 
games.  They  have  held  their  op- 
ponents to  a 54.8  average  in  these 
games. 

Also  the  Cougar  defense,  as 
patterned  by  coach  Stan  Watts, 
has  kept  the  opposition  off  bal- 
ance in  hitting  a mild  27.4  per 
cent  of  their  shots. 

In  rebounding,  the  Cats  also 
hold  a commanding  lead.  Led  by 
center  Nick  Mateljan,  the  Cou- 
gars have  taken  387  rebounds, 
by  far  the  best  mark  in  the  con- 
ference. Mateljan  heads  the  loop 
with  87  rebounds.

The  winning  Cougars  can  boast 
a 19  won,  four  lost  record  if  they 
get  over  these  two  California 
teams. 

St.  Mary’s  has  a comparatively 
small  team  this  year  with  their 
tallest  man  measuring  only  6-4. 
But  the  Gaels  are  high  scoring 
and  earlier  in  the  season  ran  up 
a score  of  120  points  against  a 
service  team.  Leading  scorers  for 
St.  Mary’s  are  Bill  Bagley  and 
George  McLaughlin,  both  with 
better  than  15-point  averages. 

The  Broncos  from  Santa  Clara, 
last  year’s  Western  Division 
NCAA  winners,  have  the  person- 
nel to  put  the  Brighams  to  the 
test.  They  already  have  won  a 
game  from  St.  Mary’s  and  their 
team  consists  of  almost  the  same 
group  that  gained  honors  for 
them  last  year. 

Big  men  for  the  Broncos  are 
forward  Jim  Youhg,  with  a 14 
point  average  per  game,  and 
giant  Kenny  Sears,  6-8  center, 
who  has  been  averaging  12  points 
per  game.  Sears  is  one  of  the 
toughest  board  men  on  the  coast, 
so  it  should  be  interesting  to  see 
how  he  stocks  up  to  the  tough 
Cougar  centers. 

Brigham  Young  cagers  are 
in  top  form  and  judging  by  the 
last  four  games,  things  should  be 
really  popping  again  this  week 
end — in  favor  of  BYU.

’53  Graduates 

Hughes  Research  and  Develop- 
ment Laboratories  of  Culver  City, 
Calif.,  are  renewing  for  1953  their 
cooperative  plan  for  Master  of 
Science  degrees  initiated  last 
year. 

The  plan  makes  it  possible  for 
outstanding  graduates  to  obtain 
M.S.  degrees  while  employed  in 
industry  and  making  significant 
contributions  to  important  work. 

Eligible  are  June  1953  college 
graduates  and  members  of  the 
armed  services  being  honorably 
discharged  prior  to  Sept.  1953, 
and  holding  degrees  in  electrical 
engineering,  physics  or  mechan- 
ical engineering. 

The  published  announcement  of 
the  Hughes  plan  states  that 
“those  chosen  to  participate  in 
this  plan  will  be  from  the  upper 
portion  of  their  graduating 
classes  and  will  have  evidenced 
outstanding  ability.”  It  was  also 
pointed  out  that  applicants  must 
be  United  States  citizens  eligible 
for  appropriate  security  clear- 
ances. 

Under  the  plan,  successful  can 
didates  will  spend  half  of  their 
time  in  advanced  study  to  com- 
plete their  Master’s  Degree  either 
at  the  University  of  California  at 
Los  Angeles  or  the  University  of 
Southern  California.  During  the 
school  year  the  individual’s  re- 
maining half  time  will  be  spent 
working  in  the  Hughes  Research 
and  Development  Laboratories  in 
Southern  California.  During  the 
summers  of  1953  and  1954  bene- 
ficiaries of  the  cooperative  plan 
will  be  employed  full  time  in  the 
Laboratories  with  advancement 
on  the  same  basis  as  for  full-time 
engineering  staff  members,  and 
eligible  for  regular  erpployee 
benefits,  according  to  details  of 
the  Hughes  plan. 

Approximately  100  cooperative 
awards  will  be  given  if  sufficient 
candidates  present  themselves, 
the  Hughes  announcement  stated.
